(l^inneapolis Journal.)

pointed by the Associated Industries 
of Massachusetts to investigate the 
St. ]>»wrence Waterway project. New 
England does not sympathize with

This report, which was 


quoted by Congressman

house, is an admirable analysis of 
the project. 
The advantages that will accrue to 


New England and her ports from a 
ship canal connection 
between the 
great Lakes and Montreal, have, not] 
been much commented on thus far. 
But they are 
are of demonstrable 


importance. 
For/ example, Boston is five hun- 


dred miles ill rail from Buffalo^.tho 
nearest lake port, while there would 
be only 250 miles of rail haul from 
Montreal. Thus the ships that bring 
raw 
materials to Boston for New 


England factories could get bulk car- 
goes from the middle west for the 
return trip at much less rail freight 
cost 
than now.

Englishman, twenty-eight years old, 
discovered the ratio of atomic weight 
of the chemictl elements, from hyd- 
togen, one, to uranium, ninety-two. 
The addition of an electron to the 
atom accounts in ascending scale for 
the \ arious elements, he found. The 
discovery lanks with Newton's state- 
ment of the law or gravitation with 
that by Kepler of the solar system's j 
arrangement, with tha't of Leonardo 
regarding the angle of reflection of 
light equaling the angle of incidence. 
Moseley made one of those 
grand 


discoveries, "which 
measure the ad- 


•vance of human knowledge through 
the- centuries.
